William H. Anderson expounded certain 
radical views concerning the making of many 
laws, and gave a suggested cure for heteroge- 
neous legislation by a possible method tending 
to homogeneity. A resume of his speech 
follows: 


The present conditions of our laws is one, 
great confusion and so heterogeneous an 
come with such frequency that we not only dij 
not know what they were. but that it wa 
almost impossible to ascertain what they wer 
The great difficulty with all recent suggestion 
for legal reform was that they went only hali 
way. Partly illustrated in this State by th 
appointment of a commission to codify 
penal law. which in a sense was the least in 
portant of our codes and for which there wa 
perhaps. the least necessity for re-codificatio 

Our legislatures as constituted were as litt) 
able to enact substantive laws-——that is. law 
dealing with property. etc.—as would a sim 
ilarly selected body be to enact prescription 
to be written by physicians. 

As long as California is irretrievably com 
mitted to the code system. the only remedy fe 
the present system of constantly accumulating | 
ill-considered legislation would be a constity 
tional amendment creating a well-paid legisla 
tive commission authorized to re-codify th 
laws. with a provision that such a body lef 
made permanent. That all future substantiy: 
legislation be in the nature of an amendmer 
to the code prepared by such commission ay 
that no amendment to the code could be er 
acted without having been first submitted t 
and approved by the commission. 

This and this only would insure certainty i 
the law and homogeneity of legislation: an 
under such a system there would at least le 
afforded the lawyers a definite means of ascer 
taining what the law of the State was. 


It was very well suggested that this codifica 
tion should not include rules of procedure. « 
our code of civil procedure might properly le 
entirely repealed and the question of proce. 
dure be left entirely to the courts themselve 
to be exemplified by rules adopted by them. 


This latter suggestion came from Mr. Trac 
Becker of the District Attorney's office. and 
met with the full approval of the speaker. 


It was pointed out by Mr. Anderson tha 
although legal codes of varying degrees «i 
perfection have existed since time immemorial 

-the most noted of ancient times being thal 
laid down by Moses—-the only really perfect 
code and one that is very little known or 


heard of is the code of the State of Georgia. 
adopted during Civil War times and put Geor 
gia in a unique class. namely. that of a State 
which has no unwritten law.

Law Library Report 

During the year for which the committee 
Was appointed no specific matter has been 
referred to it for action hy the board of trus- 
tees or other officers of the Association: and 
hence it seems that the committee may appro- 
priately confine its report to a few facts of 
interest touching the Law Library of Los An- 
geles County—which is the subject of main 
importance within the scope of the inquiries 
of the committee. 

The Law Library of Los Angeles County 
has hecome one of the greai collections of law 
hooks in the United States. or for that matter 
in the world: while not quite the greatest. it 
vet stands well advanced in the first rank. 
It includes about 70,000 volumes of statutes. 
feports of decisions. textbooks. treatises. di- 
gests and works of the nature of legal litera- 
lure. Our inquiries elicit the information 
that the library contains a copy of every pub- 
lished volume of reports of the courts of last 
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resort. in their respective jurisdictions. in this 
country. almost a complete set of the pub- 
lished statutes or session laws of every State 
Legislature. as well as the Acts of Congress: a 
complete set of the reports of all the Federal 
courts. and (except. some four or five 
volumes) a copy of every published volume 
of reports of State Courts of rank inferior to 
the Supreme Court of the States, respectively. 
Also an additional set of all the volumes of 
oficial State reports (of courts of last resort) 
to connect with the Reporter System of the 
West Publishing Company: two complete sets 
of the entire Reporter System: sets of all the 
reports of the courts of England. those of 
Scotland. and those of Ireland: and reports of 
all the British colonies and dependencies; 
many sets of English and American legal 
magazines and periodicals: and also text- 
hooks. indexes and digests by which the mass 
of decisions is made accessible. The Library 
contains, further. mumerous statutes. reports 
and digests of countries where the Civil Law 
is the basis of juris prudence. European. 
South American. and others. so that the prac- 
ticing lawyer. the Judge looking for light on 
his ofhcial problems. the professional investi- 
gator. and student of law. have here available 
to them the sources of information juristic 
subjects in almost every conceivable line of 
research. Of great value also are the tran- 
scripts of records and briefs of counsel in 
many thousand cases decided by the Supreme 
Court of California. 

Incidentally it may be remarked that this 
huge public library of law. most creditable to 
the State of California as well as the County 
of Los Angeles. appears to fill substantially 
and satisfactorily all the requirements that are 
served in some cities by collections of books 
hy a Bar Association: we believe there has 
never been any considerable agitation in the 
Los Angeles Bar Association (certainly not in 
recent vears) looking toward the acquisition 
of a law library of its own. 

There is. however. a considerable need of 
the Library which is in process of becoming 
acute. to-wit. more space for the disposition of 
the books. Sometimes more than one hundred 
persons are making use of the library at once. 
It is becoming crowded, and the County Board 
of Supervisors should. we think. have their 
attention called by the board of trustees of 
the Bar Association and also by the official 
trustees of the Law Library. to the propriety 
of early provision of additional space for the 
uses of the library.
